General Sherman is reported as having gone to New Orleans and 
arranged a campaign, in conjunction with General Banks, against 
the Confederates in Louisiana, and bes impressed all the steamers 
at Vicksburg to convey the troops up the Red and Washita rivers.

The sun on Monday morning shone ont brightly and warm, but 
there was withal “а nipping and an eager air” that made one fee!

The battalions from Waterloo, and from Surrey, Hants, and 
Berks, were brigaded on the western part of the common, facing the 
north, with their right resting on the road to Blackheath. These, 
with & rtion of artillery, constituted the Ist Division. The 
battalions London-bridge, Kent, and Sussex, were brigaded 
in the order of their arrival at the eastern extremity of Shalford- 
common, in eolumns at quarter distance right іа front, also facin 
the north, and, with the rest of tbe artillery, composed the ?ad 
Division. 

The battalions, thus drawn up ia columns on each side of the 
road at «bout 11 15, presented а very martial aspect. The weather, 
which from the beginning had been very unpropitious, was now 
lowering in the extreme, and the prospect of a wet jacket was im- 
minent. Under е brisk breeze, however, the threatening deluge 
sppeared to be averted for a time, and the corps proceeded on their 
шагоһ in high spirits after a ghort halt.

Tnx story of the Danish war has become exactly the story of all 
other ware of recent times. After a few preliminary combats it 
settles down into a siege. Бо! has always been of latein Europe, 
in Asia, and in America. The Crimean war was as completely one 
long siege as the Trojan war. Tho war in India turned upon the 
siege of Delhi. The Italian war, had it continued, would have pro- 
duced the sieges of the Quadrilateral. The campaign in Southern 
Italy resolved itself into the siege of Gaeta. In America the great 
centres of military operations have teen Vicksburg and Charleston, 
and now Admiral Farragut is trying his strength on Mobile. The 
war in Schleswig is running course precisely similar. The story 
ig all of bastions, redoubts, earthworks, batteries, guns, cannonades, 
and bombardments. The trialot strength is now between artillery 
and fortifications; the proportions of armies go for little in the 
match. Probably there is no place so strong as to be proof against 
military engineering, and the guns which the Prussians have been 
80 laboriously bringing up may soon be more than a match for the 
defences of Dybbol But that is of little moment. The great 
point was time, and that has been gained. These fortifications 
compelled the invaders to hslt, to send to the rear for heavy artillery 
and munitions, and to make tedious and costly preparations for 
action of another kind. The war entered a now phase, in which 
the advantage ceased, for & season, to be on the side of the Germans. 
A fort enables a small army to resist or delay в large one, and this 
has been done to good purpose at Dybbol. It is quite conceivable 
that such an incident might havo changed the issue of the war. 
Had the Danes, for instance, been a people as strong &s their ene- 
mies, but overtaken by surprise, this helt of the invadere would 
have enabled (Вега to bring up their forces and repel the invasion. 
It has actually exposed the Germans to the risk of whet might 
happen in their reat—a risk which they themselves, at &ny rate, 
thought by no means inconsiderable. The extraordinary rapidity 
with which they advanced at first was explained by their extreme 
golloitude to shorten the war and reduce the chances of its exten- 
sion, and precisely in proportion to their disappointment om this 
head has been the gain of Denmark, 18 is possible enough that if 
the allies had seen this compulsory aueponsion of their operations 
for so many weeks the invasion might never have been attempted. 
All this is the result of а couple of strong positions--not impregna- 
ble, nor, perhaps, absolutely formidable if attacked with commen- 
surate means, but still strong enough to bring to a halt an 
which might otherwise have wept the country from end to 
The lesson should not be lest upon us. Fortifications have not 
been rendered useless by the progress of artillery ; indeed, they 
have gained this advantage from the now discoveries--that, whereas 
fixed batteries can certainly be mounted with the heaviest guns 
invented, it does not follow that such ordnance can as easily be 
brought against them. The Prussians are employing heavier oan- 
non than have ever yet been employed in the attack, except by 
Americans. Their breaching batteries, tiomlnelly of 24-pounders, 
throw conical shells of 0615. weight. We hed no such guns, with 
the exception of three or four 68-pounders, at Sebastopol, and the 
Prusstan artillery really seems to be establishing a marked repute- 
tion. Still, for all this, the fortified places are doing their work. 
They have put jen end to the rush with which the war was carried 
on at first, they have given time for accidents or diver- 
sions, and if they are taken it will only be st а heavy 
cost imposed upon the captors. Some calculations made 
of this cost are curious. These fine Pression ganu cannot 
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degree impaired, either by the improvements in artillery or the 
general revolution in military tactics. Strong places still arrest an 


| enemy, and the arrest of an enemy may be the turning point of a 


war. If it be urged that the invaders should have brought their 
siege trains with them, the reply is that in that case their first rash 
could never have teen made. The service rendered by fortified 
post is this, that it compels an enemy either to encumber his advance 
with heavy impediments, or to halt till this ponderous apparatus 
can follow him. Strong places cannot be attacked except from a 
base of operations, and by proceedings which are necessarily slow. 
This gives time for all the infinite chances of а campaign. We 
seemed at one time to be escaping from these conditions of war, 
buta glance at the world’s history since the termination of the 
thirty years’ peace will show at once that they have undergone no 
change.

"Тнк annual volunteer review on Monday was another great suc- 
cess, and а significant fact. It is not merely that London can send 
forth in & morning 12,000 well armed and well organized soldiers, 
for that, in fact, is but a portion of the metropolitan volunteer 
force. Itis not merely that the counties adjacent can add 6,009 
troops to these, for that contingent also could be largely increased 
on any special call. The remarkable thing is that в festive muster 
опа general holiday, attended only by those whose convenience 
or arrangements it may happen to suit, should represent в force of 
восі imposing character when measured by standards of earlier 
двув. Ае same time other musters of almost equal strength 
might be going on in other parts of the kingdom. Atany of the 
great centres of population a voluuteer army might be promptly 
turaed out as well disciplined and as numerous as that which was 
reviewed at Guildford. It is only by thus looking at a particular 
detachment in its representative character that we can properly ap- 
preciate what is meant by a volunteer force of 159,000 men. 
The meaning of that official return is that seven or eight 
such armies ag that which was arrayed at Guildford 
might also be arrayed at the same moment in varios 
parts of the kingdom. АП those long lines of troops, those solid 
columns, and those seemingly interminable companies, d> but re- 
present a fraction of the force available at а day's notice for the 
support of the regular army in the defence of these islands. The 
numbers are no longer insignificant, even if measured by Conti- 
nental standards ; nor ів it a slight thing to see that three divisions 
of troops numbering about 6,000 men each can be mustered from a 
comparatively small area, and carried to the same spot, at the same 
time, without the least inconvenience, tumult, or difficulty. The 
French troops, we know, are regularly exercised in sush proceed- 
ings, and are taught how to get to a railway station, file on to the 
platform, and take their seats in the carriages without trouble, 
confusion, or loss of time. It used to be said that the soldiers won 
battles not eo much by their arms as by their legs. In these 
days railways save a great deal of marching, bat they also 
render necessary а good deal of fresh practice. Half tho 
value of these communications might be lost by the de- 
rangements incidental to uupunctuality or confusion. The 
first volunteer corps was raised іп the year 1850, and ever since 
that time the institution has flourished in unimpaired and unfailing 
vigour. 14 has not declined with the novelty of the idea, nor has 
it been dropped after a brief acquaintance. It һай survived all the 
trials inseparable from such systems, and now remains as efficient 
and productive as ever. It has proved, in short, a complete success. 
It suits the habits of the people, 204 it supplies apparently an outlet 
for their active tastes which was formerly lacking. Before long, 
perhaps, we may begin to wonder what the young generation could 
have done with themselves when there were no volunteer corps to 
invite reoruits, no rifle matches to encourage skill, no parades to dis- 
cipline the body, and no military exercises to divert the mind. 
Take атау the volunteers from any country town st this moment, 
and you would take away almost all that gives life to the place

THE DREADFUL INUNDATION AT 
SHEFFIELD. 


We this week present the readers of the Penny Illustrated Weekly 
News with more pictorial representations of incidents and scenes 
counected with the recent inundation near Sheffield Тһе cuts Nos. 
1 and 2, in the front page, illustrate the searching for dead bodies, 
after the flood, amidst the ruins caused by the rush of waters, and 
the scene at Lady-bridge during the catastrophe. Outs No. 8, 4, 5, 
and 6, on page 364, represent the ruins of the corm-mill opposite 
the barracks; the cart, containing coffins, wendiog its dismal way 
on its sad journey ; а scene of destruction near the oorn-milis ў aud 
the exterior of the National Infant School. Our ааб has also pro- 
duced in Шави оп 7, on the same page, one &mongst many o! 
those heartrending and appalling incidente which struck terror 
into the stoutest heart& It is that of а femily resident 
st Malin-bridge, whose house was swept away in the flood, leavin 

the father struggling with death in the waters, whilst his wife an 

children were witnesses of the fearful spectacle Illustration No. 8, 
on page 365, із a faithful picture of Philadelphia Island, with per- 
sons dragging for dead bodies, and represents the terrible sufferings 
at this spot by the calamity. 

The committee have received the following subscriptions from 
members of the royal family :—From the Prince of Wales, £200 ; 
the Princess of Wales, £50; the Dake of Cam! £50. Miss 
Amy Sedgwick has sent £50. Mons. A. Mille, the engineer-in-chief 
of bridges and causeways to the Government in France, arrived 
from Paris to examine into the oause of the bursting of the reser- 
voir. 

The inquest on the bodies of those who were swept away 
by the flood has been concluded at Sheffield. Mr. her, 
who prepared the plans and specifications for the construo- 
tion of the reservoir, Mr. Gunson, the resident engineer, Mr. 
k. Rawlinson, the Government engineer, and Nathaniel 
Beardmore, civil engineer, London, who assisted Mr. Raw- 
lingon in an examination of the reservoir, were the principal 
witnesses. In the course of his examination, Mr. Rawlinson 
made the following remarks. He said: Mr. Holmes has got 
а map, and has coloured the entire tract affected by the flood. Не 
has also ascertained that the total fall of the river was 450 feet from 
the Bradfield reservoir to O wlerton, or seventy-two feet per mile; 
and he has calculated that the velocity of the flood was no less than 
eighteen miles per hour, or twenty-six and a-balf feet per second, 
approaching ап area of the cross sections between the ваше points 
of 8,780 feet, or 40,170 cubic feet of water passing every second. 
This rate would the reservoir in forty-seven minutes. The 
force of the water was really tremendous, and perfectly inconceivable. 
There are six and & quarter 8 in а cubic foot of water, being 
10168. per gallon, or 6 в. per. foot. The velocity of the flood was 
something awfal, and after the dam barst not even a Derby horse 
could have carried the warning in time tosavethe people inthe valley. 
The jury, without troubling the coroner to sum up, returned the 
following verdict:—" We find that Thomas Elston came to his 
death by drowniog in the inundation caused by the barstiag of 
the Bradfield reservoir on the morning of the 12th March instant. 
That in our opinion there has not been that engineering skill and 
that attention to the construction of the works which their mag- 
nitude and theif importance demand. That in our opinion the 
legislature ought to take such action ag will result in the Govern- 
ment inspection of all works of this ebaraoter, and that such in- 
spection shall be frequent, sufficient, and regular. That we cannot 
на without expressing out deep regret at the fearful loss of 
life пи has ccourred from the disruption of the Biadfield 
reservoir." 

The committee of sufferers by the late flood have obtained the 
opinion of Sir Н. Osirns, Q.0., and of Mr. Brown, of the common 
Jaw bar, to the effect that the company are liableto make compen- 
sation to every person, without distinction of class, who has eus- 
tained any legal damage ог injury by the flood in question; and 
the learned counsel think it clear that section 68 of the 
Act of 1853 imposes this liability upon the company without proof 
of negligence on their part, and though there should have been 
no negligence; and further, that the sufferers can only take the 
property of the company in satisfaction so far as it will go. They 
cannot touch the property of individual shareholdere, or sue them, 
except that those shareholders who have not paid up the fall 
amount of their shares may be made to do so under the 8th and 
9th Vic., cap 16, вес. 36.

In the streets the panio became general. Horses bolted in all direc- 
tions from the carters’ stands. Pedestrians rushed in the direction 
of the supposed scene of the accident or ran frantically towards their 
homes. Fragments of stones, pieces of beams and joists, portions of 
the tin covering of the laboratory roof, —ay, even the 
shrivelled shreds of the unfortunate victims had fallen into the 
streets within а few seconds after the great explosion. The debris 
came down іп а shower, and it is only surprising that fatal injuries 
did not result from this cause.

BOARDING-SCHOOL REVELATIONS. 


Ат the Wolverhampton County Coart а few days ago, before Mr 
Skinner, the judge, Mr. Carter, beerhouse-keeper, in Oharles-street, 
іп that town, was sued by the Misses Green, echoolmistresses, of 
Olarendon-street, for the sum of £7 10s., half of that amount for 
one quarter’s board and lodging and education of John Oarter, aged 
nine, his chilà, and the other half for compensation for the boy 
being taken from the school without a quarter's notice having been 
pre ly givem.

If thechild had been fed with bread and milk, or tea, for 
breakfast, meat four timea & week, with always pudding, occasionally 
soup with sheep's head for dinner, and tea or bread and milk for tea, 
the child could not have been ill. The child was ill thiee weeks. 
When the irritation of the stemach was removed, he took nourish- 
ing food, and he then began to get той.

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JOURNEYING TO THE BRITISH COLUM- 
МАН DIGGINGS. 

Ап adveutarer, who writes іп а somewhat de- 
spondent tone about tbe Oariboo diggings and 
tho gains to be made there, and criticises sharply 
statements made by the bishop and other influ- 
tial men as to the high ra'e of wages, describes as 
follows some incidents of his journey up country 
io Cariboo. The letter is dated Dec. 14, 1863:— 

“As we вр hed Yale the river narrows 
considerably, and the Cascade mountains close in 
round us At Тайе the navigation etops, for 


there the Big Carrion commencas. Yale is a row | 


of wooden shops, bat, unlike Hope, they are all 
open; there is more bustle. ‘The mule trains 
stari from here, and here begins the tramp for 
those who propose to walk to Eldorado. We got 
t» Yale at twelve o'clock. І had been very cold 
on board the stesmer, but when I got on the 
road with my blankets and traps (45158. on my 
back) I began to feel hot. When I landed I hed 
about four dollars in my pocket, so that I was 
bound to work my way up. I heard that there 
was some road-making fifteen miles up, so I pro- 
posed to walk there that same day. The road 
wound slong the side of the mountain, 500 feet 
вуоЧе the river, Which roared dismally among the 
huge masses of rock that lay about in the bed. 
In some places the river was hidden by the walls 
of rook which arose perpendicularly from fifty to 
100 feet from the water, and the mountains on 
each side reach away 7.000 or 8,000 feet above 
that, their sides sdmetimés covaed with thp 
eternal pine or fir, sometimes with sliding debris 
of rock. Everything around was on such a large 
soale that from where I stood it seemed ав though 
I could almost have jamped across the river from 
rock to rock. As I stood looking down into the 
river I saw what appeared to be a piece of wood 
floating against the current, bat од looking 
closor f saw it аз а одпое ; two others followed 
the first, glidiog from between two pieces of rock 
that looked like two pebbles from where I stood; 
they were miners on their way up. To goup the 
Fraser in а canoe is most dangerous, from sunken 
rooks, гі эв, whirlpools, фо. Often two or three 
times в day they have to tske everythiog 
out of the dances and portage it the 
rocks till they can work the canoes again; 
and as these portages осопг іп most 
rocky places, the diffioolty and danger of carry- 
ing the provisions over the rocks is very great;

Oa the other side there was го road; they were 
bailding а bridge (suspension) three miles further 
üp, to carry the road up the left bank, ап the 
"ther was tod rocky. I began to feel my раск 
rather heavy, and the travelling on the trail was 
not so good аз theroad. At last І osme to tbe road- 
makers camp. I got in at half-past fiveo'clock and 
found themstillat work. The firstthing I did was to 
look oot for а place to sleep —the next to get rid of 
ті” paok; аа soon as І took it off I very nearly 
tell on my face; І really coüld not walk for 
minote or two after it was off; my head an 
shoulders wanted to go at twic» the rate of my 
legs. Г soon made а log fire, and got some supper 
unter way There were lote of fellows round 
waiting for work like myself. Some of them had 
121 wa'ting fourteen days. I slept that night 
in 8 rough log hut ased in the daytime as a 
blacksmith’s svop. The next morning thers 
were а lot of men taken on, and I got on among>t 
the rest, thirty-five dol'ars per month and grub— 
seven to twelve and one to six. They fed us very 
well, aud supplied teats. I was ordered, along 
with about twelve other men, up the mountain 
bide to get loge ё0 тп, for thd road here had to be 
built with timber, the mountsin-side was so steep 
and covered with rock d-bris quite down to tho 
river; the rosd was 200 feet above it. We 
first pushed the logs over a cliff and let 
them take their сбепсе; but when once 
they got started they did'nt step until 
they wero in the water; then we tried 
hitching a rope to 'em and letting them down 
gradually; they would stick Ба stone or 
stump; then а few of us would have to go and 
shake it with handepikes. Rock was fying aboot 
oar skulls in & very playful manner all the time. 
Sometimes the fellows up above would start & 
huge mass of rock, and as it came do vn it would 
burstin a dozen pieces. Our only chance then 
was to get behind a tree; and just as you got 
under shelter а piece аз big as yourself would 
fly past your nose, causing a cold sensation down 
tle small of your back. Altogether it was ехой- 
ing work; iE wo went out іп the n.orning 
we expected to have our heads knooked off our 
shoulders with a lamp of rock, or to be flattened 
out like a sheet of paper by & huge log rolling 
over us; it was so ste»p at one place that when 
the choppers out & tree down it would invariably 
ко crashing down, branches and all, right into 
tho river, scattering the men working on the road 
lice sheep as it thundered past them.”
